TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF SEABROOK: 


No school report will be issued this year until Sept. 
1, 1918, for the fiseal school year does not end until such 
time. In compliance with the State educational laws, the 
school committee is obliged to ask for appropriations at 
the annual school meeting to suffice until Aug. 31, 1919. 

All school supphes have greatly increased in price, 
High School tuition also advanced, in fact all necessities 
pertaining to school life have rapidly increased in value. 

Therefore, after thoughtful consideration the com- 
mittee has compiled a budget of such expenses, the sum 
of which minus an estimated sum to be received from the 
State, they think is a conservative estimate to be appro-
